Sydney, N.S.W., June 27.—Cap- 
tuln Charles Klnssford-Snillh and 
Ills three companions took off in 
the monoplane Southern Cross 
from Derby, on the northwestern 
coast of Australia, to-dny for 
Singapore, Straits Settlement, en 
route to England. The distance Is . 
about 1,G50 miles over the Indian 
Ocean, Java and the Java Sea. 

The Southern Cross left here Tues¬ 
day, completing the first lap of its 
flight to Derby Wednesday. It was 
hoped to better Bert Hinkler's record 
of fifteen days.

On the men's 
first attempt a number of weeks ago 
the plane was forced down In a wild 
region on the northwestern coast of 
Australia and in trie search which fol¬ 
lowed two aviators lost their lives 
after their plane had been forced 
down In a desert region In central Aus- 
trslla. It was only on Monday of this 
week that a board which inquired Into 
the accident declared there had been 
no pre-arrangement In the forced land- 
in;; of the Southern Cross, which led 
to the search.

L4ibor fared still better, win¬ 
ning nearly seventy seals beyond its just allotment 
On the other hand, P. R. statisticians observe, the 
Liberal Party is some eighty seats worse off than it 
would have been on a uniform distribution of the 
votes given at the polls. 

Viewed from this standpoint, therefore, the re¬ 
sult does not reflect adequately the will of the elec¬ 
torate. It also is to be borne in mind that not only 
is the state of parties in Parliament misleading in this 
respect, but Parliament no doubt suffers through the 
exclusion of many able men whose participation in 
legislation would be of great value to the nation, and 
who would have obtained seats under a rational elec¬ 
tion system. For the time being the Liberals will have 
to put up with the ill-luck of the polls; but another 
party may be in that unenviable position in the future. 
It, therefore, is altogether likely that electoral reform 
may be pressed for during the life of the present 
Parliament. 

One commentator points out thit it is a matter 
in which the Conservatives should be deeply inter¬ 
ested, since the trend of politics at present is more 
than it has yet been towards a division of the com¬ 
munity from side to side rather than from top to bot¬ 
tom. And he contends that if that movement con¬ 
tinues and the pectoral system is not changed. Con¬ 
servatism may easily find itself for some time to come 
only negligibly represented in Parliament. "Minis¬ 
ters who have now left office," he concludes, "would 
then regret in bitterness and humiliation that, puffed 
up with the pride of a great majority, they refused in 
the Parliament of 1924 to safeguard their party 
against virtual extinction by timely reform of the 
methods of parliamentary election. By omitting so 
obviously necessary a change Conservatism supplied 
indubitable evidence that it has not lost its title to the 
name of the stupid parly." 

In any event, the result of the recent contest has 
encouraged the champions of electoral reform to 
still more ardent advocacy of the proportio.ial repre¬ 
sentation system.

There is nothing new in this situation. Once the 
-tariff door is open everybody wants to get in to the 
feast, and all demand seats at the head table. The 
victim, of course, is the consumer who gets stuck all 
around. The tariff development at Washington af¬ 
fords striking proof of the contention of those who 
oppose the so-called "protectionist" policy, that in¬ 
creased customs duties raise the prices of the "pro¬ 
tected" goods to the consumer. This ought to be 
obvious, anyway, because if protection did not have 
this effect it would not protect. 

Ninety per cent of the press of the United States 
js hostile, for various reasons, to the tariff bill. This 
is the conclusion which has been drawn by administra¬ 
tion officials at Washington from the large batch of 
newspaper clippings on the subject submitted to Presi¬ 
dent Hoover. And this certainly was not what the 
president intended or expected when he announced his 
policy of "limited tariff revision." But it is what 
politicians more experienced could h;.ve told him would 
happen when he started tinkering with the tariff. Con¬ 
gressional elections two years from now may furnish 
still further proof that the administration had been 
playing with a double-edged sw'ord. 

The American farmer is suffering from too much 
protection. His cost of production is being increased 
by the fact that the things he buys have to climb over 
a tariff wall before they get to him. At the same 
time, because the tariff makes it difficult for foreign 
nations to sell to the United Slates, they cannot buy 
his surplus. If a nation cannot sell, it cannot buy. 
The Canadian grain growers found that out long ago. 
Canada would be ruined if they hed to pay more for 
what they buy and could not export their grain, since 
the home market could not consume more than one- 
third of her grain production. 

'The indications are that the United States tariff 
hill will be whittled down to harmless proportions. 
This is the suggestion of Mr.J_ivesay as the result 
of his appraisal of the situation at Washington.

work to the detriment of native industry in any coun¬ 
try that would be party to the agreement. His idea 
is a combination of business with reasonable protec¬ 
tion. He says preferences are not the best mediums 
for promoting trade within the Empire. 

What Mr. Bennett really means, of course, is 
that he wants a trading arrangement which would 
permit us to do most of the selling and very little of 
the buying. He loses no opportunity of telling the 
people of this country that the dairy industry of 
Canada is being ruined because of the amount of 
butter \ve import from Australasia. It .s nothing to 
him that our sales to Australia and New 2^a]and 
combined—taking the last fiscal year as an example 
—are more than twice as much as our purchases from 
those Dominions. He would increase the duty on 
butter and charge it up to the Canadian consumer, for 
we are compelled to rely on New Zealand to make 
up our own shortage on production. 

Mr. Bennett also is opposed to the British Pref¬ 
erence. If he could have his way, he would make 
it much more cjifficult for the British exporter to 
market hU wares in this Dominion. When it comes 
to talking about the Empire, however, Mr.i Bennett 
docs very well indeed; but when he is asked to sup¬ 
port practical policies to strengthen the Empire’s eco¬ 
nomic structure, he dodges the issue.

A t the annual convention, of 

the Kiwanis organization at Milwaukee this 
morning Harofd M. Diggon, of this city, who is 
chairman of the Public Affairs Committee for the 
Dominion of Canada, introduced a resolution which 
would put Kiwanis Internationaf on record as opposed 
to the frequent reference by public men to “the next 
great war" as if another devastating conflict was 
inevitable. 

The point is well taken. There is a good deal 
more in suggestion than most of us are willing to ad¬ 
mit If we persist in talking about war, the war 
complex, in greater or lesser degree, will find some 
form of manifestation. We may use the same argu¬ 
ment in the case of peace. It should be the duty of 
mankind generally to think in terms of peace, to rec¬ 
ognize that war as a means of dealing with interna¬ 
tional disputes is both brutal and futile, that another 
such conflagration as that which rocked the world 
between 1914 and 1918 would deal cur civilization 
a blow from which it would have difficulty in re¬ 
covering. 

The sceptics and scoffers, of course, will be with 
us always; but the number is dwindling. The work 
of the League of Nations, a great deal mote effective 
than spectacular, has confounded them. It has been 
able to compose several differences between nations 
that in the old days would have drawn the sword 
with little hesitation. And as its influence grows, 
aided by such undertakings as ;he Kellogg pact, 
governments will be less likely to pprsue policies 
which might provoke international discord. 

The reminder which Mr. Diggon has iiicluded in 
his Kiwanis resolution, therefore, is a timely one for 
everybody. It will promote discussion of peace among 
the members of one of the great international service 
bodies. On that account it is bound to do good.

Beginning July 1, Passengers 
Into U.S. Must Be Passed at 
Port of Debarkation 


III order to obtain a more accu¬ 
rate record of travel between the 
L'nited States and Canada, the 
^ t'nited States Department of Im¬ 
migration, effective July, will re¬ 
quire that ail persons moving be¬ 
tween (he two countries must be 
passed at the port of debarkation 
Instead of at the port of embarka¬ 
tion, ns at the present time. 

The new ruling will not only effect 
passengers traveling between British 
Columbia and Puget Sound porta, but 
alao pasaengers traveling between 
Seattle and California calling at Vic¬ 
toria. 

Passengers from Canada who board 
ships of the Pacific Steamahlp Com¬ 
pany at Victoria, as well as being both 
examined and pasaed here will alao 
have to go through tbe Immigration 
rulbs at San Franclaco, Los Angeles or 
San Diego. 

NEW Rl'LE.S 

The Immigration Department will 
require that when vessels sailing from' 
a Canadian port to a port of the 
United States embark passengers at an 
Intermediate United States port, or 
when venels sailing from one United 
States port to another United States 
port call at a Canadian port, tickets 
;ssued to passengers embarked in 
the United States will have jitlached 
landing coupons or pasters bearing the 
serial number of the ticket. These 
coupons will be detached by the pur¬ 
ser of the ship and returned to the 
passenger for presentation to the Im¬ 
migration inspectors or other proper 
officers i^t the port of debarkation. 

The passenger identification slip U 
for the purpose of enabling the United 
States immigration inspectors to dis¬ 
tinguish between passengers boarding 
the vessel at Victoria and those board¬ 
ing the ship in the United States.

Reports 
from the southwest are rather unfav¬ 
orable In regard to the growing crop 
conditions, the soli preparation this 
soring being too hasty for best results. 
Temporarily a two-sided market Is In 
prospect but still believe major change 
In price wilt be upward.

Milwaukee. Wls., June 27—A pro¬ 
gramme of International goodwill, with 
a recommendation that Canadian Kl- 
wanlans associate^ themaelvea wMh the 
L«ague of Nations Society, wu out¬ 
lived in a report on public afiairs for 
Canada submitted yesterday at the Kl- 
wanla International convention here. 

"We believe we should protest more 
vigorously agslhst the publication of 
speculative articles about the 'next 
war.’ and the possibilities as to the 
nations, now on the most friendly 
terms, who may be the antogonlsts," 
said the report, drawn up by Harold 
M. Dlggon r* Victoria, B.C.. chairman 
of the committee for Canada. 

Other points considered In the re¬ 
port Included health, citizenship, com¬ 
merce. education, the narcotlo drug 
evil and moving pictures and censor¬ 
ship. 

"Ignorance, we believe, is responsible 
for much of the harm that Is being 
done by the narcotic drug evil," said 
the report. "We are of the opinion a 
properly organized campaign of educa¬ 
tion Is what Is needed, and have 
recommended the Klwanls clubs secure 
competent authorities to address pub¬ 
lic meetings held under their auspices."
